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Continuation of 1 3. Other: The arguments filed on January 14, 2008 do not overcome the prior art rejections. The Examiner would like to 
point out that on January 14, 2008 the Examiner only listened to the arguments of the applicant's representative during the interview and 
does not recall agreeing with the merits of the applicant's arguments. Moreover, the Lunar reference does teach that "information about 
pharmaceuticals are corrleated with medical conditions for which pharmaceuticals are suitable for treating" because Lunar talks about 
including information regarding a patient's insurance side by side along with the patient's other data (see Lunar: Abstract). Also Lunar 
teaches "information from at least two of said plurality of medical histories to produce a report correlating at least one individual prescriber 
with at least one therapeutic agent prescribed by said at least one individual prescriber" (see Lunar: Abstract). Finally, Lunar teaches a 
limitation wherein a prescriber has the ability to access a list of those drugs that are covered in a patient's formulary for a particular patient's 
drug benefits provider" (see Lunar: Abstract).
